Ou Sanday next the revived Olympic Games. 
will for the second time be held at Athens, 
and athletes and spectators” ftom every part 
ofthe world will be’ assembled ih'the © marble- 
covered station to celebrate the renewal of a 
festival which takes us back to the very dawn 
of history. As a writer in the “Morning Post” 
says, no one kncws when exactly the Olympic 
Games were star‘ed or who first sggested 
them. Candidates for the Ireland: Scholarship, 
reading Pindar with wet towels round their 
heads and strong tea at their elbows, ara 
aware that the most sporting of Greek posts 
asoribed their origin to Herooles, in ‘comme- 
moration of his victory over King Angeas 
of Blis—the monarch whose stables wonld 
have so greatly seandalised the modern sa- 
aitary inspector. The usually received legend 
makes Pelops the firat winner in the games, 
and the fsir Hippodameia the priza of the 
first contest. Then we are told how Iphitos 
of Blis, at a time of great distress and dis- 
sension, revived the Olympic festival at the 
bidding of the Delphic Oracle, in the Ninth 
Century, and how, at last, in 776 BC., the 
catalogue of Olympic victors bezan with the 
name of Corcbos, the local champion. As was 
natural, the Games, held every fourth year, were 
at first merely a local event ; commonication 
between the various States of Greece was slow, 
there was a great deal of jealousy between 
them, and it was only after « considerable 
lapse of time that. other Peloponnesians, 
and then Athenians and Bootians, competed 
for the garland of wild olive. At last the 
Olympic Games became the bond of union 
between the scattered membsrs ot the whole 
Greek race, jast as we federate our Emzire at 
Lord’s or Healey) and the Olympiads became 
the national calendar, just as old racing-men 
date events from the year of Hermit’s Derby, 
and old rowiog-mn calculate time by the 
dead-heat in tha ’Varsity Boat Race. Gra- 
dually, as was natural, the programme was 
axpsnded. Originally the sports consisted 
exclasively of exercises testing the endurance 
and strength of the combatants and thus de- 
monstrating their fitness for war ; for sach 
contests, conducted on a small acale, a single 
day was soffisient. Then the Games were 
revolationised by the introdaction of the four- 
horse chariot race, au innovation which made 
them mainly spectacalar and whicb encourag- 
ed display. Pindar describes how on one occa- 
sion no less than forty chariots took part in 
one of these races, and the astate Athenian 
statesman, anxious to win popolarity with 
the masses, found it an excellent investment to 
enter seven chariots at O'ympia, just as British 
Prime Ministers have attained notoriety among 
those who take little interest in politics by 
winning the De:by. The traveller Pausanias, 
in the Seoond Century of our era, enomerates 
no Jess than 2% different items.in the pro- 
gramme which he purchased at Ojympia, 
among them the 200 yards fist race, the 
double course twice that distance, the long 
race, horse-races, wrestling and boxing combin- 
ed in the pankration, and the famous penta- 
thlon, which Simonides has 20 neatly described 
in ® pentameter as consisting of “leaping, 
rapning, throwing the quoit, hurling the 
javelin, and wrestling.” This typically Hellenic — 
event bas been included in the programme of 
the forthcoming contests at Athens. For all 
these 24 items five days were not too long; 
twice that number will be devoted to the 
revived Olympic Games. 

We British can andetstand better than any- 
one else the extraordinary worship of athle- 
ticism which these sports developed in ancient 
Greece. When Thacydides says that 9 po- 
yular general was mobbed and stared at by an 
admiring crowd “asif he were an athlete,” or 
when Alcibiades puts his achievements in the 
chariot race as the first and foremost of his 
services to bis country, we thiok of W. G. 
Grace and ©. B, Fry, of votes at elpotions 
polled by candidates who had bean famous 
football players, of lucrative posts at schools 
assigned to ‘ Blues” whose bowling was better 
than their mathematic:. Gradually in Greece, 
as with us, professionalism laid its hand apoa 
sport ; it was not a bad way of earning a living 
to win-a race and so.obtain the right to have 
free meala in the Prytaneion—a privilege now 
to be bestowed. upon the children in ourele- 
mentary schools, Earipides, the Kipling of 
his time, said that “ofall the evils of Greece 
the athlete was the worst ”; another writer ob: 
served that Olympic winners did not make 
the best soldiers. Still, the festival dragged 
on for centaries _patronised by Roman En- 
perors like Nero, who inserted. a‘ new event in 
the Olympic programme in order to show off 
his musical gifts, till at the bigoted Theo- 
dosius, with all the zeal of a Spaniard, stamped 
out every vestige of Paganiam, the Olympic 
Games among them. They had long - ceased 
to be a purely Hellenic festival, for the last 
recorded winner was an Armenian.

RUSSIAN INTRIGUES IN SYRIA. 


(From our CoBRESPONDERT). 


Port Said, Tharsday. 

As I informed you in my wire of this morn- 
ing, the famous floating dock Dewey has at 
last arrived here, after a long and anxious 
voyage from the States. Up to the time of 
writing, the work of mooring still goes on, 
which effectually precludes all chances of 
conversation with members of her crew, so that 
Iam able to send you bat little information 
about her voyage and adventares. : 

About 2 p.m. yesterday the hage warebouee- 
like straétore, surrounded by a cloud of 
smoke emitted by the three crniser:, and at: 
tended by her two tvg-boata, hove in sight, 
and steam was immediately raised on the 
Canal Company’s tugs, which were sent out to 
meet the little fleet. Soon after5 p.m. the 
convoy was outside the channel entrance, but 
it was thought that the work of mooring would 
not bs completed before dark and consequently 
the whole fleet, dock and all, anchored to the 
east of the onter buoys for the night. 

At an early hour to-day two of the original 
towing ships let go their lines and the dock, 
drawing only eight feet of water and floating 
like some hoge balolon on the water, was 
slowly towed by the Potomac and another 
tugboat down the channel towards her berth, 
which is situated where normally two ships 
moor (No. 8 black buoys) on the Asian shore 
of tha harbour. The immense stracture, with 
its four huge chimney stacks and Marconi 
wireless mast and signal staft, was watched by 
hundreds of people, residents and others, as 
it slowly, bat by no means majestically, wend- 
ed its way up the crowded harboar. 

By eleven, aided by the steam launches of 
the American croiser Tacoma and several 
small boats balonging to the ships and (anal, 
her lines were fast to the head and stern 
booys, but so unwieldly is the dock that 
even now (5 p.m.) work is still going on aboard 
and steam issaes from winches and machinery 
from which lines and hawsers innumerable 
all lead to mooring posts and buoys.

the matter. In this letter the status of the 
Patriarchite of Antioch is described as 
uncanonical, and regret is expressed that no 
desire is manifest fora solution of the question. 
Forthermore, his Beatitade recommends the 
united action of the three Patriarchates, and, 
accepting the initiative of the (cumenical 
Patriarch, signifies his assent to any action 
that may lead towarde the desired end. 

The measures suggested by his Beatitude 
for restoring order to the See of Antioch are 
the following :— 

Firstly. That the prelates who had been 
removed return to Damasocas, resume their 
seats on the Holy Synod, and take part iu the 
election of the new Patriarch in common with 
all the other rezalar prelates of the Church ; 
and that the others retire, subject to a fatare 
decision. 

Secondly. That the election be proceeded 
with according to the status quo ante. 

A long discassion ensued, the (Z7:umenical 
Patriarch dsclaring himself as sharing the opi- 
nion of the Patriarch of Alexandria, while the 
Metropolitan of Nicomedia opposed it, as 
interfering with the affairs of an Autocephalous 
Charch. The others members of the Holy Synod, 
headed by the Metropolitan of Ghano-Hora, 
sided with the Patriarch, and on being submit- 
ted to the vote it was carried with a majority. 
It was, however, desided to adjourn the 
question to a fature date, when it would be 
thoroughly investigated. 


This question of the election to the Patri-

for the Autocephalous Charches is better under- 
stood and more folly developed. Sach a deve- 
lopment, however, would imply independence 
of the Archiepiscopal Throne cf Constantinople, 
which canonically roles these. several autono- 
mous Patriarchates, and has always maintained 
the attributes ot Head of the Orthodox Greek 
Charch. Unhappily, in the case of Syria, where 
the Greek position was never strong, Russian 
intrigae has ondermined the influence of the 
Phanar, and despite the reverses of fortane 
which that Empire has sustained in the Far 
East, has nevertheless always managed to fill 
the voting-urn of the ecclesiastical electorate 
with its own party votes; andit is well known 
that the Patriarch of Antioch has ever been 
a mere puppet of Tsardom. 

It is against this spiritual protectorate of 
Rassia in Syria that Joachim III. has taken 
his stand with characteristic energy, bat the 
internal dissensions of tha Phanar, the disoord 
of the Holy Synod, and the weakness of the 
Orthodox Party are calcalated to avail but 
little when oppoved to the stronghold which 
intrigae has secured for Rassia in the Holy 
Land. Could Joachim III. re'y on stronger 
supporters than his merchant friends, and 
had he less icfluential enemies, he might do 
much to parge the Orthodox Angean Stables 
of the foreign cabals and mach‘nations which 
cumber it. Alas! for his righteous purposes, his 
worst opponeuts are the very clergy whom he 
rales, and. who are ever on the alert to thwart 
him in his dféciplinary measures. His strict 
notions regarding the Greek Litargy has lost 
him the Charch of Roamania. Let us see how 
his Holiness will fare in tha forthcoming 
elections for the Episcopal Throne of Antioch.
